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(T.  B.  RAY.) 
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As  we  approach  Victory  Week,  we  find  our¬ 
selves  conscious  of  some  very  grave  anxltles. 

We  are  very  anxious  to  see  the  full  amount  of 
$76,000,000  raised,  so  that  every  object  included 
in  the  list  will  receive  its  full  quota.  Such  a 
happy  success  will  be  most  stimulating  to  the  de¬ 
nomination  and  will  put  into  our  people  a  spirit 
of  conquest  that  will  make  Itself  felt  the  world 
around.  All  the  objects  in  this  Campaign  stand 
together.  All  of  them,  in  a  very  vital  way.  af¬ 
fect  foreign  missions,  and.  consequently,  we  are 
the  more  anxious  for  every  one  to  be  built  up. 

From  our  Orphanages  and  schools  are  coming 
the  future  missionaries  of  our  Board.  In  these 
schools  the  489  volunteers  we  must  have  within 
the  next  five  years  will  be  trained  for  service 
Nothing  qpuld  be  more  vlul  to  our  work  Out 
of  the  hospitals  will  come  many  of  the  thirteen 
trained  nurses  and  the  twenty-seven  doctors  we 
are  calling  for  wjthln  the  next  five  years.  Out 
of  the  strengthened  life  of  our  denomination  here 
In  the  homeland— strengthened  by  state  and  home 
missions — will  come  to  the  supoort  of  our  work 
In  future  years.  Indeed,  all  of  these  objects  are 
linked  together  and  it  Is  exceedingly  important 
to  us.  along  with  them,  that  every  one  be  cared 
for  adequately.  . ' 

We  are  anxious  for  the  Campaign  to  succeed, 
because  unless  it  Is  a  complete  success,  the  plans 
we  have  formed  will  fall.  Already  we  have  ap¬ 
propriated  for  our  cqrrent  work  during  1920  more 
than  twice  as  much  as  we  have  ever  appropriated 
In  any  one  year.  Between  two  and  three  million 
dollars  have  been  appropriated.  During  the  next 
four  years  the  appropriations  must  be  made  upon 
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an  ascending  scale,  in  order  to  take  care  of  the 
work.  We  have  recently  chartered  all  the  pas¬ 
senger  space  on  one  of  the  great  Pacific  Ocean 
steamers  for  the  use  of  missionaries  we  will  send 
to  the  Orient  next  fall.  Our  faith  in  the  Cam¬ 
paign  has  been  shown  in  this  large  increase  in 
appropriations  and  by  our  preparation  to  send  out 
a  whole  ship  load  of  missionaries  next  fall.  We 
are  depending  on  this  Campaign  to  provide  the 
money  for  our  greatly  Increased  expenses.  Our 
faces  are  set  to  the  future  in  hope.  We  are  not 
even  taking  the  time  to  look  back  at  the  disaster 
that  will  befall  us  If  the  76  Million  Campaign 
should  fail  us.  > 

At  this  time  when  the  denomination  will  make 
its  greatest  offering,  we  beg  that  it  will  remember 
the  awful  needs  of  the  lost  world.  Think  of  the 
one  hundred  million  in  China,  still  beyond  the 
reach  of  the  Gospel  message!  Think  of  the  two 
hundred  millions  In  Russia  (both  in  Europe  and 
ABta).  constituting  one  of  the  most  colossal  m  s- 
slonary  opportunities  ever  opened  to  us!  Think 
of  the  needs  of  broken-hearted  Europe!  Out  of 
the  chaos  brought  about  by  the  war.  are  rising 
new  nations  which  are  peculiarly  open  to  our 
teaching.  We  have  touched  only  the  fringe  of 
the  garments  of  Africa’s  sable  milllon.s  Whole 
nations  in  South  America  await  our  coming.  And 
the  work  of  our  Board,  already  spread  into  eleven 
countries,  is  faced  by  unprecedented  needs  and  op¬ 
portunities.  If  ever  need  called  and  opportuni¬ 
ties  beckoned,  thev  do  today.  The  supreme  hour 
for  foreign  missions  has  arrived.  We  need  more 
than  twenty  millions  within  the  next  five  years.

best  Judgment  is  that  the  campaign  can  and  will 
tie  carried  to  a  certain  and  crowning  victory,  if 
only  our  people  will  everywhere  continue  to  give 
the  campaign  their  best  support,  until  the  last 
minute  of  "Victory  Week."  The  people  must 
everywhere  beware  of  over  confidence  and  prny- 
erlessness  and  Inactivity.  Many  a  victory  has  been 
lost  in  the  last  hour  by  one.  wrong  step.  Let  the 
people  pray  unceasingly,  remembering  that  their 
sufficiency  is  ail  of  God,  and  let  them  work  un¬ 
remittingly,  work  sacriflclai\ly,  work  to  the  maxi¬ 
mum  of  their  might  until  the  final  moment  of 
the  campaign.  It  will  take  that  to  win.  and  cer¬ 
tainly  none  of  us  should  think  of  winning  In  any 
other  way. 

Wherever  possible,  local  Churches  should  win 
their  victory  the  first  day  of  "Victory  Week.” 
going  beyond  the  quota  for  the  church,  by  the 
largest  possible  margin.  «Then  such  churches  can 
and  should  mightily  help  neighboring  churches, 
not  only  by  their  example  but  by  definite  and 
earnest  work.  Such  team'  work  will  bring  Im¬ 
measurable  blessings  to  all  the  people.  It  la  con¬ 
fidently  believed  that  with  a  determined  and 
wholehearted  effort,  the  last  church  In  every 
county  or  district  association,  no  matter  what  the 
difficulties  and  hindrances,  may  yet  in  the  brief 
time  left  for  the  campaign  be  brought  into  ac¬ 
tive  cooperation  with  it.  Often  have  our  Baptist 
people  quickly  mobilised  themselves  and  wrought 
a  great,  cooperative  achievement  in  a  very  brief 
time.  Now  they  are  called  to  do  this  in  every  nook 
and  corner  of  the  South.  Not  one  church  of  our 
twenty-five  thousand  churches,  not  one  family  of 
our  tens  of  thousands  of  families,  not  one  rosh, 
woman  or  child  of  our  three  million  Southern 
Baptists  should  be  left  out  of  this  campaign.  In  , 
order  to  such  universal  enlistment  .every  preach-  ,  j 
er  should  go  afield,  together  with  myriads  ol 
busy  laymen  and  devoted  women  and  Joyful 
young  people,  and  these  all  should  stay  afield. 
Informing,  explaining,  enlisting.  Inspiring  and 
praying  until  midnight  of  December  7. 

As  we  thus  go  afield  mighty  motives  and  In¬ 
centive  make  their  tremendous  appeal  to  us  We 
are  compassed  about  with  a  great  cloud  of  wit¬ 
nesses.  The  eyes  of  the  world,  both  religious  and 
Irreligious,  are  eagerly  watching  the  outcome  of 
our  effort,  voluntarily  to  mobilise  our  thousands 
of  self-governing,  self-determlnlng  churches,  for 
a  cooperative  achievement  so  great  and  gracious 
as  to  challenge  the  admiration  of  the  whole 
world.  Our  peculiar  principles  and  contentions, 
as  a  denomination,  are  now  under  more  rigid 
scrutiny  than  ever  before.  We  are  challenged 
now  to  our  highest  and  best,  by  the  peat,  by  the 
present,  and  by  the  future.  Can  we  dare  to  come 
short  of  our  best.  In  the  face  of  the  glorious 
heritage  bequeathed  us  by  our  fathers?  Dare  we 
be  selfish  and  apathetic  in  the  face  of  the  mighty 
changes  Industrial,  economic,  govenmental.  edu¬ 
cational  and  religious  that  are  now  rapidly  shak¬ 
ing  the  whole  world?

He  Is  like  a  man  who  shoots  a  gun  with  the 
muzzle  turned  to  his  shoulder.  We  face  outward. 
We  seek  not  our  own  but  other's  good. 

Jesus  showed  Peter  how  the  self-seeking,  bar¬ 
gaining  spirit  Is  doomed  to  disappointment.  This 
he  does  in  the  parable  of  the  vineyard  laborers 
In  which  he  shows  that  the  man  who  accepts 
service  with  Christ  and  trusts  him  to  treat  him 
right  gets  as  much  for  one  hour’s  work  as  the 
man  who  drove  a  bargain  with  his  Master  and 
worked  all  day  long.  He  will  get  most  out  of  It 
who  seeks  nothing  for  himself  but  rejoices  to 
serve  and  minister  to  others. 

THE  CHRISTIAN  PLUS 

It  is  not  a  new  Idea  but  one  that  has  to  be 
brought  out  anew  ever  and  anon  that  the  Chris¬ 
tian  attitude  is  not  that  of  withholding  service 
until  It  is  compelled,  but  that  of  looking  for  op¬ 
portunities  to  serve,  and  going  beyond  that 
which  Is  demanded  or  expected  of  us. 

Jesus  said  If  any  man  compell  you  to  go  with 
him  one  mile,  go  with  him  two  miles.  If  he  take 
away  thy  cloak,  give  him  thy  coat  also.  He  In¬ 
sists  that  we  are  to  go  beyond  the  standards  that 
are  set  for  us  by  man.  even  the  best  men  and  the 
highest  standard.  Except  your  righteousness 
shall  exceed  ye  shall  in  no  wise  enter. 

There  Is  a  word  of  caution  needed  In  this  bus¬ 
iness  of  apportionments.  We  may  be  in  danger 
of  satisfying  men  rather  than  pleasing  Cod.  Ap¬ 
portionments  are  often  helpful  In  setting  new 
and  better  standards  of  giving.  Others  can  help 
usAo  know  and  do  our  duty  in  the  matter  of  giv¬ 
ing.  Just  as  they  may  help  us  to  know  and  do 
the  will  of  Cod  In  all  other  matters.  We  need 
the  help  that  comes  by  the  suggestions  of  others. 
But  they  should  only  serve  to  help  us  discover 
what  la  the  will  of  Cod. 

But  the  will  of  Cod  is  not  a  matter  of  mathe¬ 
matics,  It  Is  a  matter  of  volition  and  love.  It  is 
true  that  God  made  the  tenth  the  minimum  of 
his  requirements  from  Israel  and  it  is  his  mini¬ 
mum  of  expectations  from  his  people  today.  But 
he  doesn't  squeeze  expression  of  love  to  him  Into 
moulds  like  bricks,  all  of  one  size;  nor  measure 
our  thanksgiving  in  pecks  and  pounds.  If  he  did 
there  would  be  no  genuine  expression  of  devotion 
to  him.  Love  will  not  be  measured  off  with  a 
yard  stick,  but  pours  Itself  out  like  a  geyser. 

This  much  has  been  said  that  something  more 
may  follow.  Don't  ask.  "How  much  am  I  ex¬ 
pected  to  give."  Go  the  limit.  Do  it  heartily  as 
unto  the  Lord  and  not  unto  men.  Don't  ask,  "Is 
this  all  I  will  be  expected  to  give?  or  will  this 
campaign  cut  off  all  other  appeals?"  The  Chris¬ 
tian  spirit  never  prompted  that  inquiry.  No  man 
has  a  right  to  promise  that  there  will  be  no 
more  collections.  No  man  can  foresee  the  needs 
of  the  future.  And  It  would  be  a  calamity  to  shut 
up  the  heart  of  compassion  and  lock  up  the  foun¬ 
tains  of  benevolence.  The  Christian  does  not 
ask  "When  may  I  stop,  but  how  far  may  I  go.?” 

Another  question  that  Is  like  an  eddy  or  a 
counter  current  In  this  campaign  has  been  asked, 
namely.  "Will  the  contributions  of  food  and 
clothes  to  the  orphanage,  or  the  hospitals,  or 
the  frontier  missionaries  be  counted  in  the  75 
Million  Campaign?”  The  representatve  of  these 
departments  of  work  are  answering  properly 
that  they  do  not.  Is  there  to  be  no  plus  In  our 
Christian  service?  Are  we  to  ball  out  our  benevo¬ 
lence  in  little  measures  and  charge  up  against 
God  everything  that  we  do? 

,  Let  our  giving  have  some  lungs  with  which  to 
breathe.  Let  us  have  some  chance  to  make  an  of¬ 
fering  to  the  Lord  over  and  above  our  "appor¬ 
tionment.”  God  "spared  not”  when  he  gave  to 
us.  Why  should  there  not  be  some  elasticity  in 
our  giving;  some  little  chance  to  expand?  It  Is 
not  ours  to  calculate  everything  we  do  for  Him. 
Why  not  seek  for  other  opportunities  to  express 
our  devotion  to  Him  who  gave  Himself  and  His 
all  tor  u*T 


THAT  WHICH  RE8TRAINKTH 

This  expression  occurs  In  one  of  those  pass¬ 
ages  of  Paul  about  which  Peter  was  most  prob¬ 
ably  writing  when  he  said.  "In  which  there  are 
some  things  hard  to  understand.”  For  It  occurs 
l  na  paragraph  (3  These.  2:6)  in  which  Paul 
is  speaking  about  the  coming  of  the  Lord.  He 
says  the  Lord  will  notcome  until  the  falling 
away  andthe  coming  of  the  man  of  sin,  the  son 
of  perdition,  be  that  opposeth  himself  against  all 
that  is  called  God  or  that  is  worshipped.  Paul 
further  says  this  cannot  happen  immediately 
because  the  man  of  sin  is  hindered  "by  that 
which  restaineth."  He  says  "the  mystery  of  law¬ 
lessness  doth  already  work,  only  there  is  one 
that  restaineth  now,  until  he  be  taken  out  of 
the  way,  and  then  shall  be  revealed  the  lawless 
one.  whom  the  Lord  Jesus  shall  slay  with  the 
breath  of  his  mouth  and  bring  to  naught  by  the 
manifestation  of  his  coming." 

Out  of  this  puzzle  there  seems  to  come  the  pre¬ 
diction  that  time  of  anarchy  or  lawlessness  shall 
precede  the  coming  of  Christ,  lawlessness  which 
Is  spoken  of  personally  here  as  the  man  of  sin. 
Whether  this  Is  a  person  or  not  we  do  not  know. 
But  certainly  It  represents  a  condition  of  abso¬ 
lute  disregard  for  law,  the  disdaining  of  author¬ 
ity  and  efforts  to  overthrow  established  govern¬ 
ments.  This  culminates  In  the  denial  of  God.  the 
renouncing  and  denouncing  of  religion,  the  pro¬ 
hibition  of  worship.  This  is  why  the  embodiment 
of  this  condition  Is  spoken  of  as  the  “man  df  sin" 
for  It  is  supreme  opposition  to  and  challenging 
the  authority  of  God. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  much  that  Is  thus 
described  is  In  evidence  today.  We  turn  to  Russia 
as  the  exhibition  of  Just  this  condition,  where 
all  religion  Is  condemned  as  superstition  and  the 
instrument  by  which  men  are  enslaved.  But  the 
"spirit  of  lawlessness  which  already  works"  Is 
not  confined  to  Russia.  It  Is  in  every  land,  our 
own  Included. 

"That  which  restrains"  is  constituted  author¬ 
ity.  organized  and  orderly  government  which  for 
the  time  prevents  the  out  break  and  triumph  of 
lawlessness.  The  government  of  every  country 
In  the  world  is  threatened  today.  Up  to  now  the 
governments  In  most  countries  have  been  able 
to  maintain  themselves  and  controll  the  lawless 
and  prevent  the  overthrow  of  authority.  How 
long  can  they  last.  They  are  being  daily  challeng¬ 
ed  and  the  spirit  of  lawlessness  is  bold  and 
confident  and  assertice.  Chaos  will  come  at  some 
time.  The  man  of  sin  will  be  revealed.  And  the 
Lord  shall  descend  to  restore  order  and  establish 
his  own  dominion.  He  will  make  all  things  head 
up  anew  in  Christ,  Euh.  1:10)  the  things  In 
the  heavens  and  the  things  on  the  earth.  Our 
hope  is  in  Him. 

STANDARDIZED  AND  STERILIZED  COLLEGES 

All  knowledge  today  Is  becoming  more  tech¬ 
nical  and  exact.  This  Is  probably  the  reason  our 
era  is  called  a  scientific  age.  It  Is  becoming  In¬ 
creasingly  difficult  for  one  man  to  cover  a 
wide  range  of  knowledge,  and  unsafe  for  one  to 
discuss  any  question  except  in  his  own  special 
line.  Likewise  it  is  increasingly  difficult  for  one 
to  pass  from  one  field  of  study  pr  work  to  an¬ 
other;  "a  great  gulf  fixed"  is  between  them,  be¬ 
coming  more  fixed  and  still  greater. 

In  line  with  settling  down  into  well  defined 
territory  is  the  tendency  to  standarlze  colleges 
and  college  work.  Colleges  have  their  "unions'* 
too.  as  well  as  the  American  Federation  of  Labor; 
and  they  all  want  to  "belong."  Like  the  labor 
unions,  they  have  their  advantages— and  their  dis¬ 
advantages.  The  advantages  may  be  seen  In  the 
setting  up  of  certain  desirable  standards,  the 
requiring  of  a  certain  amount  of  work  and  the 
demanding  of  a  curriculum  that  guarantees 
scholarship.  These  are  evident. 

But  there  are  possible  certain  undesirable  ef¬ 
fects  in  the  effort  to  standarlze  our  colleges. 
They  msy  become  sterilized  ss  well  ss  standard¬ 
ized.  By  this  we  mean  that  In  the  desire  to  bars 
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tbe  recognition  of  the  world  and  to  conform  to 
It*  standards  we  may  loee  alght  of  our  distinc¬ 
tive  Christian  mission  and  fall  of  attaining  to  this 
gtandard.  We  may  be  so  desirous  of  making  "a 
(sir  show  In  the  flesh”  that  we  may  lose  that 
consciousness  of  the  divine  approval  upon  out1 
work,  or  a  real  longing  to  have  His  favor.  It  la 
surely  better  to  keep  In  touch  with  God  than  to 
maintain  fellowship  with  the  world. 

Certainly  It  Is  not  the  purpose  of  this  writer 
to  disparage  scholarship  or  to  put  a  straw  In  the 
way  of  those  who  seek  to  elevate  the  standards 
for  obtaining  It.  or  who  seek  to  fulfill  the  re¬ 
quirements  for  Its  recognition.  The  only  thing 
sought  here  Is  to  conserve  the  sense  of  our  di¬ 
vine  mission  In  education,  the  really  Christian 
character  and  purpose  of  It.  We  may  have  stan-, 
dard  colleges  that  will  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  educational  associations  and  have  schools 
sterllsed  of  any  holy  passion  and  purpose.  We 
may  become  thoroughly  desiccated.  Our  observa¬ 
tion  Is  that  the  tendency  Is  that  way  when 
schools  are  standardised.

The  Methodists  have 
a  standard  college  but  have  probably  only  one 
half  as  many  young  men  In  It  as  we  have  n 
Mississippi  College. 

It  Is  far  better  to  give  the  thousand  or  twelve 
hundred  young  men  and  young  women  we  no« 
have  In  our  Baptist  Colleges  the  education  wh 
they  are  now  getting,  than  to  give  half  the  num¬ 
ber  a  standardized  education.

A  few  days  ago  a  speaker  addressed  a  congre¬ 
gation  on  the  75  Million  Campaign.  At  the  out¬ 
set  he  Invited  the  congregation  to  ask  questions 
during  the  speech.  Here  are  some  of  the  ques¬ 
tions  put  to  the  speaker  and  some  answers  given. 

“The  purpose  of  raising  this  money  is  to  ex¬ 
tend  the  kingdom  of  God  Is  it  not?”  asked  a 
Hhardshell  Baptist. 

"Exactly  so,"  the  speaker  replied. 

"My  Bible  teaches  me  that  men  must  be  born 
again,"  said  the  questioner. 

"Your  Bible  and  mine  are  exactly  alike,"  said 
the  speaker. 

"My  Bible  teaches  me  that  men  must  be  born 
of  the  Spirit  and  not  of  money.” 

Speaker:  "So  does  mine.  My  Bible  also  Teaches 
that  faith  cometh  by  hearing  and  hearing  by 
the  Word  of  God;  that  every  one  who  calls  upon 
the  name  of  the  Lord  shall  be  saved.” 

Hardshell;  "Yes,  yes.  not  calls  upon  the  name 
of  money." 

Speaker:  "Exactly  so.  But  how  shall  they  call 
upon  him  in  whom  they  have  not  believed.  How 
shall  they  believe  on  Him  of  whom  they  have  not 
heard?  How  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher? 
How  shall  they  preach  except  they  be  sent?  The 
money  is  not  supposed  to  convert  men,  but  it 
does  SEND  men  with  the  message  of  salvation 
nnd  enables  them  to  live  while  they  proclaim 
that  saving  message.” 

The  Hardshell  grew  restless  but  desired  to 
take  another  shot.  The  opportunity  was  offered 
when  the  speaker  stated  that  the  campaign  was 
either  from  God  or  the  devil. 

Hardshell;  "That’s  so;  that's  so.”  It  was  clear 
that  he  regarded  the  devil  as  the  originator  of 
the  campaign. 

Speaker:  "A  man  comes  to  your  home  and 
proposes  to  remove  the  foundation  from  under 
it.  You  will  help  him  do  it.  Then  he  proposes 
completely  to  demolish  it.  You  will  gladly  aid 
him  In  the  endeavor.”

Southhampton  a  week  ago.  Owtog  to  the  strike  * 
passengers  were  not  allowed  to  land  on  the  day  of 
our  arrival,  but  the  next  day  we  had  little  trouble 
In  getting  ashore  and  getting  trains  to  London. 

We  have  spent  the  week  In  picking  up  acquaint¬ 
ance  and  arranging  for  conference  and  other  mat-  oi 

ters  pertaining  to  our  mission.  On  Sunday  we  lc 

attended  Christ  Church  In  the  morning  where  we  »' 

heard  Dr.  Charles  Brown  preach  a  good  sermon  w 

to  a  quite  respectable  audience.  There  was  hi 

something  more  of  formality  about  the  service  F 

than  Southern  Baptists  are  familiar  with,  but  the  fl 

sermon  was  a  warm  hearted  and  true  gospel  mes-  0 

sage  In  the  afternoon  we  went  to  the  famous 
St.  Paul’s  where  we  heard  Canon  Alexander  preach  c 
a  sermon  with  application  to  the  great  industrial  a 
strike.  The  music  on  this  occasion  was  thor¬ 
oughly  good  and  greatly  enjoyed.  The  sermon  r 
could  hardly  he  said  to  be  a  fair  compensation  for 
sitting  two  hours  In  this  unheated  building.  With 
its  lofty  ceilings;  stone  floor  and  draughts  It  was 
a  veritable  refrigerator.  In  this  connection  we 
may  say  that  neither  the  churches,  hotels  or  rail¬ 
road  trains  in  England  ate  heated.  On  Oun- 
day  afternoon  we  attended  the  great  Spurgeon 
Tabernacle.  It  will  be  gratifying  to  American 
Baptists  to  know  that  great  crowd,  still  throng 
this  place  of  worship  and  that  a  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  will  find  here  a  sense  of  satisfaction  in  the 
character  of  the  service  which  more  strongly  re¬ 
minds  one  of  a  Sunday  evening  evangelistic  ser¬ 
vice  in  the  South  than  anything  one  can  find  In 
London.  Dr.  A.  C.  Dlxen  as  did  also  Dr.  L-  O. 
Broughton  did  fine  work  in  London  and  fruits  of 
the  labors  of  these  two  Southerners  are  evident 
at  Christ  Church  and  the  Tabernacle.

llsh  Baptists  present  us  with  problems  which  at 
present  baffle  us.  We  tqdulge  the  hope,  how 
ever,  that  a  closer  co-operation  between  us  than 
seems  possible  on  the  fac*.  of  things  may  be 
found  practicable.  We  recognise  the  outstand¬ 
ing  and  commendable  qualities  of  certain  of  our 
Baptist  leaders  In  England  and  hare  had  a  flue 
fellowship  with  them.  It  will  distress  the  Com 
mission  If  plana  foreclose  cooperation  cannot  be 
found. 

We  have  not  yet  reached  the  area  of  great  dis¬ 
tress.  We  go  to  Barja  tomorrow  and  will  begin 
at  once  to  walk  among  the  desolations  of  war  and 
to  look  upon  the  unfortunate  both  among  our  own 
people  and  the  population  In  general  Already 
we  have  had  such  cases  of  need  and  opportunity 
for  fhristlanllke  service  to  offer  these  to  South 
ern  Baptists  as  a  ground  for  their  very  best  In 
the  present  campaign  out  of  which  it  Is  proposed 
to  relieve  some  of  the  distress  of  Europe  and  an 
tabltsh  in  this  land  our  witness  for  Christ. 


REVISITING  ROME 

I  am  unexpectedly  again  In  Rome,  the  city  that 
once  was  my  home.  1  am  In  charge  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Trade  Commission,  sent  out  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Southern  Commercial  Congress, 
which  has  Its  headquarters  In  Washington.  Ws 
have  visited  Scotland.  England.  Holland.  Belgium 
France.  Switzerland  and  now  we  are  about  to 
finish  our  work  In  Italy,  sailing  from  Naples  on 
October  21  for  Boston.  a 

We  have  had  a  great  trip,  but  we  have  also  an- 
countered  s  good  many  difficulties,  due  to  the 
abnormal  condition  of  Euope  at  the  present  time 
I  have  been  over  Europe  many  times,  but  1  hava 
never  seen  such  crowds  as  I  have  found  this  time 
Streets  arc  full  of  a  surging  mass  of  humanity 
and  trains  and  hotels  and  places  of  amusement 
are  packed.  For  five  years  Europe  has  been  on 
a  terrible  nervous  strain,  and  all  who  can  seem 
to  be  taking  a  vacation,  and  many  men  of  affairs 
are  working  hard  to  re-establish  their  business 
relations. 

I  shall  never  forget  what  we  saw  on  battle¬ 
fields  of  Belgium  and  France,  especially  Ypres 
and  Chateau  Thierry  and  the  Belleau  Woods, 
where  our  brave  boys  turned  the  tide  of  the  war. 
Belgium  has  always  been  a  prosperous  country, 
and  the  people  have  gone  to  work  with  a  will, 
meaning  as  quickly  as  possible  to  make  their  lit- 
tie  country  u>  flourlabtng  u  over. 

We  have  found  more  evidences  of  poverty  In 
Italy  than  any  where  else,  and  having  lived  here 
sixteen  years,  I  feel  a  great  sympathy  for  those 
people.  1  have  been  very  busy  managing  the  af¬ 
fairs  of  our  commission,  but  my  Sundays  have 
been  free  to  attend  church  and  to  give  some  time 
to  the  study  of  the  religious  conditions  of  the 
countries  we  have  visited.  Last  Sunday,  here 
in  Rome.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  going  In  our  own 
church,  forever  associated  with  the  memory  of 
Dr.  Taylor.  After  the  young  pastor,  whom  I  knew 
as  a  boy.  had  finished  his  sermon.  1  preached  a 
fifteen  minute  sermon  In  Italian,  on  "Some  Things 
We  May  Know."  I  speak  Italian  fluently,  about 
as  well  as  I  did  when  I  left  Italy.  I  never  fall  to 
preach  In  Rome  when  1  am  here  on  Sunday  It 
Is  a  great  disappointment  to  me  not  to  meet  Dr. 
Whlttlnghlll,  who  Is  out  of  the  city.  My  letter 
i  must  be  brief,  as  my  time  for  correspondence  Is 
r  much  limited.

The  sweet  fellowship  with 
Miss  Leachman,  Mrs.  McLuure,  and  so  many  fine 
girls  does  mean  so  much.  I  feel  often  that  I  have 
never  surrendered  my  life  completely  to  God  and 
that  he  has  never  been  able  to  use  me  as  he  would 
like,  had  it  not  been  for  these  selfish  reservations. 
It  Is  my  earnest  desire  that  you  remember  me  In 
your  prayers,  that  I  may  be  willing  for  Him  to 
send  me  where  He  wants  me  to  go. 

Yesterday  was  Missionary  Day,  and  it  was  a 
wonderful  day.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Salee  from  China 
gave  some  thrilling  accounts  of  their  work  In 
China.  They  are  doing  a  great  work  there,  yet 
there  is  need  for  many  more  workers.  There  were 
quite  a  number  of  the  Seminary  men  and  Train¬ 
ing  School  girls  to  dedicate  their  lives  to  foreign 
service  yesterday. 

Last  night  we  had  our  first  praise  service,  and 
these  services  are  looked  forward  to  with  much 
Joy.  As  one  hundred  and  fifteen  girls  march 
down  the  aisle  of  our  beautiful  chapel  with  one 
purpose  in  mind,  one  cannot  but  feel  the  very 
presence  of  God.  As  the  girls  would  tell  of  their 
experiences,  and  of  the  obstacles  standing  between 
them  and  God.  one  cannot  keep  from  saying,  what 
a  wise  and  loving  Father.  In  some  cases  the 
girls  leave  their  fathers  and  mothers  with  no  sym¬ 
pathy  from  them  in  the  work  whatever.  One 
girl  felt  so  keenly  the  Call  of  God  and  whose 
father  and  brother  were  so  bitterly  opposed  to 
her  coming,  came  from  her  home  without  even 
their  telling  her  goodbye.  Though  with  a  pray¬ 
er  in  her  heart  that  they  might  be  made  to  know 
that  she  answered  his  call.  The  reconcllatlon 
did  come  about,  but  It  was  by  God  calling 
home  a  few  months  ago  one  of  her  brothers.  She, 
of  course,  was '  not  expecting  her  prayer  to  be 
answered  in  this  way,  but  the  change  in  her  home 
has  been  wonderful,  and  even  though  her  heart  Is 
sad  over  the  loss  of  her  brother,  she  says  her 
home  is  by  far  sweeter  than  it  was  ever  oefore. 

I  count  it  a  great  privilege  to  sit  at  the  feet  of 
Dr.  Robertson  and  Dr.  Sampley  and  others  at 
the  Seminary,  even  if  we  do  have  to  study  some¬ 
times  until  it  seems  impossible  to  study  any  more. 
Then  to  spend  an  hour  with  Mrs.  McClure  once 
a  week  In  personal  service  is  great.  It  makes 
me  love  W.  M.  S.  work  more  and  more  to  hear 
Mrs.  Eager  give  the  history  from  very  beginning. 
We  have  one  hour  a  day  of  domestic  work.  This 
work  Is  changed  every  month.  Last  month  I 
had  to  help  clear  the  Bupper  tables,  this  month 
I  shall  have  to  help  serve  breakfast,  so  our  train¬ 
ing  Is  along  more  lines  than  one.  Miss  Mitchell 
is  the  very  one  to  be  matron  too.  I  sometimes 
think  Job  could  not  have  had  any  more  patience 
than  she  has. 

We  sit  at  one  table  two  weeks,  then  all  change 
In  order  to  be  with  the  girls  more  as  we  have 
more  time  to  talk  and  know  each  other  better  Bt 
the  tables.  The  first  two  weeks  I  sat  at  Miss 
Leachman's  table,  and  now  at  Mrs.  McClure's. 
We  always  think  we  are  fortunate  to  be  with  them 
at  their  tables  and  how  It  makes  us  rejoice  when 
we  see  some  real  home-made  jelly  or  preserves  on 
the  table  from  the  women  all  over  the  Southland. 

Our  Y.  W.  A.  has  divided  into  eight  circles.  We 
have  only  had  one  meeting,  but  I  am  expecting 
great  things  from  the  Y.  W.  A.

ON  TRIAL 

Would  It  be  exagerating  facts  to 
say  that  not  more  than  one  out  of 
every  ten  Baptists  realizes  that  the 
Souhern  Baptists  are  now  on  trial  as 
a  recongnlzed  religious  organization? 
I  do  not  think  that  thia  statement 
would  be  going  one  wblt  beyond  real 
facts,  and  such  is  in'  reality  the  case. 
Our  denomination  is  on  trial  before  as 
cold  and  synical  a  jury  as  that  which 
tried  and  condemned  our  Lord  and 
Master  two  thousand  years  ago;  they 
are  watchin  and  waiting  for  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  say  ”1  told  you  so,  they 
cant  do  anything  worth  while  for  they 
are  too  loosely  bound  together.”

We 
have  now  present  In  the  Seminary  46 
students  from  Mississippi. 

Our  entire  Seminary  force  la  at  this 
time  chiefly  engaged  In  promoting 
the  Baptist  76  Million  Campaign.

The  other  extreme  of  hu¬ 
man  experience  was  represented  n  a 
splendid  program  rendered  by  t  e 
war  veterans  of  our  student  body  on 
the  night  of  the  11th  of  November 
It  was  an  occasion  of  high  patriotic 
feeling,  and  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  a 
present.
